The  Fiftieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Grimsby  and  District 
Hospital  submitted  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  held  on  the  24th  day  of  April,  1928 

Your  Committee  regrets  that  the  Accounts  of  the  past 
year  still  show  an  excess  of  Expenditure  over  Receipts. 
The  debit  balance  on  the  Revenue  Account  now  stands  at 
£2,876  ns.  iod.  as  compared  with  £2,686  9s.  6d.  of  the 
previous  year.  The  deficiency  on  the  year's  work  amounts 
to  £190  2s.  4d.  as  compared  with  £477  13s.  od.  of  the 
previous  year,  and  regrettable  as  this  might  be.  your  Com¬ 
mittee  submits  that  no  lessening  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
must  take  place  ;  rather,  your  Committee  reports  that 
during  the  3/ear  a  Department  for  Massage  and  Joint 
Manipulations  has  been  opened,  with  the  appointment  of 
a  Masseur. 

The  need  for  the  Hospital  was  never  greater  than  it  is 
to-day,  and  it  will  become  increasingly  so  in  the  future. 
The  accommodation  at  the  present  time  is  not  adequate,  and 
matter  of  re-building  or  extending  has  become  one  of 
urgency.  At  the  end  of  the  year  52  In-patients  were 
waiting  admission,  and  this  by  no  means  was  the  largest 
number  waiting  admission  at  any  one  time  in  the  year.
